SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

Article - Environment

8-307.

ON OR BEFORE OCTOBER 1, 2013, THE DEPARTMENT SHALL ADOPT
REGULATIONS THAT INCORPORATE BY REFERENCE THE FOLLOWING
METHODOLOGIES FOR RADIOLOGY SAFETY:

(1) NUCLEAR REGULATORY COMMISSION REGULATORY ISSUE
SUMMARY 2002-6 EVALUATING OCCUPATIONAL DOSE FOR INDIVIDUALS
EXPOSED TO NRC-LICENSED MATERIAL AND MEDICAL X-RAYS, ISSUED
APRIL 16, 2002; AND
